evidence they wish to submit until the case for the prosecution 
has been closed, 


As defense counsel already know, the General Secre vary of 
the Tribunal makes every effort to obtain such evidence, both 
witnesses and documents, as the defense wish to adduce and the 
tribunal approves, The General Secre bary is providing and will 
provide lodging, food and transportation for defense counsel and 
witnesses while in Nuremberg, and though the living conditions 


provided may not be all that can be desired, defense counsel will 
understand that there are great difficulties in the present cir- 


cumstances, and efforts will be made to meet any reasonable 
request, 


Deiense counsel have been provided with a document room and 
an iniormation centre where documents translated into German are 
available for the defense, subject to the necessary security regu 
lations, It is important tnat defense counsel should notify the 
General Secretar, us long as possible, and at least three weekS, 
in advance of witnesses or documents they require, 
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the services which defense counsel are performing are

After serving as Dean of the Law School of Columbia 
University he was appointed Attorney General of the Uni ted 
States in 1923 and two years later he became an Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court. In 1941 he became Chief 
Justice and discherged the duties of that high office with 
great ability and in accordance with the highest traditions, 


The Tribunal desires that I should express its sympathy 
in acknowledgment of the grent loss the American people have 
sustained. 


Mr. Justice Jackson, the Chief Prosecutor of the United 
States, is a member of the Supreme Court over which the Chief 
Justice presided and perhans he would like to add a few words," (8210) 


Mr, Justice Jackson responded as follows: 
"May 1t please the Tritunal: 


It is not only because he was the head of the judicial 
system of the United States that the news of the passing of 
Chief Justice Stone brings sadness to every American heart 
in Nurnberg but because he was the personal friend of so many 
of us. He had a rare capacity for personal friendship. No 
one was more kind and thoughtful of younger men who from time 
ceme to Washington and they found in him guide, philosopher 
and friend. 
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"Now, I know that notonly do I feel the loss of a personal 
friend but that the American representatives to the Tribunal, 
Mr. Biddle and Judge Parker, feel the same Way and many of the 
younger men on the staff had intimate contact with the Chief 
Justice which you might not expect if you had not known Harlan 
Stone. 


As Attorney General he took over the Department of Justi ce 
at one of its most difficult periods and imparted to it the im- 
press of his integrity, an impress which stayed with it and 
was traditional in the department, as we all knov. 





As a Justice of the Court he was a forward-looking man, 
open-minded, always patient to hear the arguments of Mth 
sides and to arrive at his decision with that complete dis- 
interestedness and detachment which is characteristic of the 
Just judge. He presided with great fairness and with kind] 
ness to his associated and to those who ar^eared before him. 


I It is the passing of a man who exemplified in public life 
those sturdy qualities which we have come to associete with 
the New Englander., 


The consolation of his friends lies in this: He died 
exactly as he would have chosen to die, in full possession 
of his faculties and in the discharge of his duties. 


I express great appreciation thet this Tribunal has seen 


fit to take note of his passing and to allow us to record on (8210)
